splendor in the imperial box of 
the state opera house In 
Berlin 
and dreamed of a career of con­ 
quest supposed to hav e been cli­ 
maxed by a 
noisy 
ev ening 
of 
Richard Wagner v iewed from the 
royal box 
of 
London’s 
Cov ent 
Garden. 
I was there, along with 
other 
American correspondents, some IO 
yards straight across from 
him. 
At that moment he had 
in 
his 
pock et the signed 
order 
under 
which the German air force and 
army were to strik e at the low­ 
lands and France for a 
furious 
sweep through 
to 
the 
English 
channel. That attack began within 
a few hours after he left the opera 
house on Unter Den Linden, since 
gutted by Incendiaries. 
Although some eight week s later 
Hitler stood in Compiegne and did 
a jig-dance after the signing of 
the armistice by the French, he 
probably felt much closer to his 
dream of a Europe ruled by him­ 
self and his herrenv olk when he 
sat amidst the Axis glitter and 
glory on May 9. 
Smile* Dreamily 
The mighty strain* 
of 
"Die 
Melate rslnger'* shook 
the 
v ery 
roof, but in the dimness under the 
great 
chandelier, 
the 
dreamy 
smile 
on 
Hitler's 
fare 
Bev er 
changed. His mind must 
hav e 
been fixed already on the great 
hours of triumph waiting for him 
in Paris and perhaps in London . 
For up to that time, he hadn’t 1 
tasted either political or military I 
defeat 
Each personal 
appearance 
of 
Hitler in those days was lav ishly 
broadcast and described 
to 
the 
German public. Propaganda Minis­ 
ter Goebbels saw to it that, with 
the regimented aid of 
the 
Nan 
party, 
thousands 
crowded 
the 
streets for a glimpse of der fuehr­ 
er. Double cordons of S. 8. husk ies 
k ept the surging thousands in line, 
who didn t let rain or shine dis­ 
courage them. 
It can be assumed that on the 
ev ening of the current May 
9, 
most of the Germans left in Ber­ 
lin were too distracted 
by 
the 
wreck and ruin of air raids 
to 
think of that night four 
years 
ago. 
But in his heav ily guarded re­ 
treat in Berchtesgaden, where it 
is insistently said that he has been 
sk ulk ing far away from the war 
and bombings. Hitler can scarcely 
fail to recall that night. No matter 
how he look s at it, the v ery fact 
that he no longer is able to appear 
much in public is a yardstick to 
his slipping prestige and 
power 
The deep air-raid shelter blaster! 
into Alpine Rock 
for 
him 
at 
Berchtesgaden in a far cry from 
the red and gold imperial box in 
the state opera house of Berlin. It 
is also suspiciously degrading to 
spend months at a time in this 
safe spot while 
henchmen 
lik e 
Goebbels systematically spin the 
impression in Germany that Hit­ 
ler is risk ing dangers at the front. 
Something In Air 
Whatev er the case, the 
warm 
May night in Berlin four years 
ago had “something in the 
air’* 
which went beyond the swank ing 
glamor and glitter of 
Nazidom 
playing host to the world. 
Rome of us were pretty 
sure 
that “phoney war” was just about 
to come to a sudden end. A small 
group of American, Swedish and 
Dutch correspondents 
had 
ev en 
fairly positiv e information 
that 
the Wehrmacht was 
ready 
to 
strik e in the west on May IO. For 
that reason, those of us who re­ 
ceiv ed the formal inv itation to at­ 
tend the opera on the ev ening of 
the 9tb went with tongue in cheek 
and wary of Nazi trick s. 
The 
“Meistersinger”

be the final gala celebration in

So too the pulse keeps a steady 
grind in health. Ninety-nine per 
cent of adults have a pulse r*t« 
of 72 a minute in health. Children 
are often a little higher. The one 
per cent of the population not in­ 
cluded in the above estimates may 
have a naturally slow, or a natur­ 
ally high pulse, but the ex treme 
variations are not beyond 
60 and 
100. 
Changes in Pulse 
The pulse is, of course, notably 
more easily upset by physiological 
variations than the bodily temper­ 
ature — any ex ertion will do it, 
simply the response of the heart 
to the necessity of the tissues for 
more ox ygen when bodily ex ertion 
i« begun. Another indicator about 
th« * pulse is its rhythm. In health 
with remarkable consistency in 
different individuals it is regular. 
The respiration—rate and depth 
and regularity of breathing— is 
another fundamental body func­ 
tion that tells us much. But it is 
not nearly so well standardized as 
body temperature or pulse. By 
that I mean there is more variation 
in the respirations between indi­ 
viduals. I have been interested in 
the reports on the breathing pat­ 
tern made by Dr. L. J. Caughey, 
Jr., of Columbia University. 
Dr. Caughey made an analysis 
of 500 women and 200 men. As to 
rate of breathing he found the 
average of the women was 14.8 
breaths per minut* and the men

Irregular breathing i common­ 
er than regular by twice a* much. 
Six ty-four per cent of women and 
70 per cent of men breath irregu­ 
larly, hold the breath at times in 
pauses whether awake or asleep. 
So doh’t worry too much if when 
watching someone you love while 
asleep, the breathitg is irregular. 
A common symptom with nerv­ 
ous people is a feeling of inability 
to get air clear to the bottom of 
the lungs. It doesn't mean any. 
thing in most cases, but it results 
in a habit of taking long breath* 
and sighing which may lead to 
some 
physiological 
mal-adjust- 
ment. By concentrating the etfort 
on increasing the depth of inspi­ 
ration there is an unsatisfactory 
emptying of the lungs during ex ­ 
piration. As a result the volume 
of residual air is increased, the 
amount of air which can be taken 
into the lungs even with max imal 
muscular effort is reduced, muscle 
soreness is aggravated and the 
feeling of inability to take a deep 
breath is intensified. These peo­ 
ple create a vicious circle in them­ 
selves.

birth to old age. day after day, 
night after night at a very con­ 
stant level in health between 98 
and 99 degrees Fahrenheit. 
It fluctuates very slightly dur­ 
ing the 24 hour period from a low 
point at the time of the lowest 
bodily vitality during the middle 
of the night to a high point in late 
afternoon, but this variation is not 
more than one or two-fifths of a 
decree. 
Any record out of the 
range 98 to 99 is an indication of 
some trouble. Babies and children 
are im re subject to tem perature 
changes than adult*. 
So too the pulse keeps a steady 
grind in health. Ninety-nine per 
cent of adults have a pulse rate 
of 72 a minute in health. Children 
are often a little higher. The one 
per cent of the population not in­ 
cluded in the above estim ates may 
have a naturally alow, or a natur­ 
ally high pulse, but the extr me 
variations are not beyond bu and 
IOU.

is begun. Another indicator about 
the pulse is its rhythm. In health 
with rem arkable consistency in 
different individuals it is regular. 
The respiration—rate and depth 
and regularity of breathing — is 
another fundam ental body func­ 
tion that tells us much. But it it 
not nearly bo well standardized aa 
body tem perature or pulse. 
By 
that I rn* an there is more variation 
in the respirations between indi­ 
viduals. I have been interested in 
the reports on the breathing pat­ 
tern made by Dr. L. J. Caughcy, 
Jr., of Columbia University. 
Dr. Caughey made an analysis 
of 500 women and 200 men. As to 
rate of breathing he found the 
average of the women was 14 6 
breaths per minute and the men 


| 13.7 per minute. But the variations 
j in individual cases was consider- 
J a b le . 
Some women breathed as 
i mow as 5 breaths a minute and 
j some as fast as 32. The extremes 
of the men wa? about the «ame. 


Depth of Breathing 


Depth of breathing is about ll 
' per cent of the e> tim ated vital ca- 
i p a r i t y in both sexes, but this var* 
!- d in different individuals from 5 
to 25. 
In many people there is a de­ 
monstrable pause after all the 
breath has be n expelled before 
the next inspiration has begun. 
But this is by no means universal, 
a fig absent in 41 per cent of 
women and 52 per cent of men. 
Breathing 
is 
interrupted 
by 
sighs or swallowing in about half 
of all, 65 per cent of women sigh­ 
ing once to seven times a minute. 
We all swallow about once a min 
ut#. 
Irregular Breathing 


Irregular breathing i> common­ 
er than regular by tv.He as much. 
Sixty-four per cent of women and 
70 pier cent of men breath irregu­ 
larly, hold the breath at times in 
pauses whether awake or a leep. 
So doh’t worry too much if when 
watching someone you love while 
asleep, the breathisg is irregular. 
A common symptom with nerv­ 
ous people is a feeling of inability 
to get air clear to the bottom of 
the lungs. It doesn't mean any. 
thing in most cases, but it results 
in a habit of taking long breaths 
and sighing which may lead to 
some 
physiological 
inal-adjust- 
ment. By concentrating the eirort 
on increasing the depth of inspi­ 
ration there is an unsatisfactory 
em ptying of the lungs during ex­ 
piration. As a result the volume 
of residua] air is increased, the 
am ount of air which can be taken 
into the lungs even with maximal 
m uscular effort is reduced, mus< Ie 
soreness is aggravated and the 
feeling of inability to take a deep 
breath is intensified. These peo­ 
ple create a vicious circle in them­ 
selves.

Outwitting the Weather in Victory Garden

AFTER SEEDLING plant* are f protect plant* from frost aa are 
it out in the Victory garden they 
usually need s o m e protection 
against a late frost, as well as 
protection from sun and wind at 
transplanting time. 
An unusually late frost can do a 
great deal of damage In the Vic­ 
tory garden, especially to the 
more tender plants which have 
but recently been aet out. The 
Victory gardener, t h e r e ! o re , 
should be prepared to protect 
plants against late frost damage 


used to shade and shield them 
from the sun and wind. Shingles 
also are used to protect newly set 
plants. If it is an extremely windy 
day it may be necessary to place 
a stone on the top of each berry 
box. as Illustrated, to hold It down. 


It is alway* advisable to re­ 
move the covering from plant* 
after the sun goes down so they 
will get the full benefit of the eve­ 
ning dew or any rain w'hich may 
fall It is also advisable to cen­ 
try means of berry boxes, flower 
tinue to protect the plants for 
several day* after transplanting. 
If young plants can be kept from 
wilting they will become estab­ 
lish' i more quickly and will grow 
much faster.
